People  of  ENGLAND. 

My  Covintrymen^ 

HIS  Letter  to  you  is  occafionM  by 
that  to  the  DilTenters  \  wherein 
they  are  endeavoured  fometinies  by 
Sophiftry,  fometimes  by  Flattery, 
fometimes  by  Reproaches,  and  fome- 
times by  Threats,  to  be  brought  over  from  the 
Country-? arty  to  the  Court-Party  '^  which  Diftin- 
ftion  the  Letter  itfelf,  p.  lo,  ii.  hath  made  to 
my  hands,  and  which  ought  to  be  the  Only 
Diftindion  in  the  preft.nt  Crifis.  This  Letter  to 
the  DilTenters  immediately  brought  to  my  M'hd 
King  James's  Courtfhip  of  the  DilTenters  :  that 
made  me  look  back  to  the  Beginning  of  his 

B  Reign  ^ 


Reign  ^  and  theii  naturally  led  me  to  take  a  View 
of  the  precedent  one  :  But  I  had  no  fooner  be- 
gan to  compare  the  Prefent  State  of  the  Nation, 
and  the  Politicks  the  l^ow  Court-Tarty  have  pur- 
fu'd,  mth  the  State  of  the  Nation  during  thofe 
two  Reigns,  and  the  Politicks  of  the  Then  Court- 
Varty^  than  my  Soul  was  ftriick  with  Horror  at 
the  difmal  Profped  that  open'd  itfelf  to  my  View : 
My  Country  Bleeding,  and  her  Patriots  in  Chains 
paying  their  lafl  Duties,  and  mirigling  their  own 
Life-Blood  with  her  laft  Vital-Drops  \  our  Pure 
and  Undefiled  Religion  ravilh'd  by  Idolaters  ^ 
our  Venerable  and  Ancient  Laws  arid  Liberties 
preferv'd  for  us  their  Pofterity  by  our  Wife,  our 
Couragious,  our  Tender  Affeftionate  Anceftors  \ 
who  after  the  frequent  Expence  of  immenfe  Trea- 
fures,  and  wading  through  Oceans  of  Blood,  had 
committed  this  facred  Bepojitum  to  our  Care,  with 
the  dying  Requeft,  l^ot  to  let  it  perifi  i?i  our 
Hands ^  hut  to  have  as  tender  a  Regard  for  our 
Tofierity^  as  they  had  for  us  their  PoJIerity  ^ 
Thefe  Laws  and  Liberties  of  ours,  I  fay,  rooted 
up  from  off  the  Face  of  the  Earth  ,  and  every 
thing  flung  back  into  the  original  Chaos  ^  that  the 
Name  of  Liberty^  and  the  Froteftant  Religion^ 
might  be  no  more  remember'd  within  this  Ille. 

The  Severities  threatened  to  the  DifTenters,  in 
the  Letter  to  them,  is  no  way  furprizing  to  me  ^  'tis 
but  what  I  expefted  from  the  natural  Difpofition 
of  the  prefent  Court-Party^  which  broke  forth  at 
and  after  SachevereU's  Tryal,  upon  their  coming 
into  Play.  This  Apprehenllon  was  increafed  upon 
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reading  in  the  Queen's  firfl:  Speech  afterwards> 
(^ISov.  27.  17 10.;  That  the  Toleration  was  no 
longer  calFd  by  the  Name  of  Toleration^  but  by 
the  Name  of  the  Indulgenct  by  Law  allowed  to 
fcrupulous  Confcie?ices  ^  and  upon  hearing  the 
Pulpits  ring  with  Severities  againft  the  Diflenters  ^ 
and  was  confintfd  upon  feeing  that  Criminal  Sa- 
theverel  promoted  to  one  of  the  beft  Livings  in 
London^  who  was  impeached  by  the  Commons  of 
Great-Britain  for  fuggefting  and  maintaining. 
That  the  Toleration  granted  by  Law^  was  Vn-- 
feafonable^  and  the  Allowance  of  it  Unwarranta-- 
ble  ^  and  condemned  by  the  Lords  for  it. 

But  tho  the  Letter  to  the  DifTenters  be  not  fo 
much  intended  to  convince  their  Reafon^  as  to 
Work  upon  their  Fear^  which  is  thePaflion  mc^t 
deeply  rooted  in  our  Nature,  as  flowing  imme- 
diately from  that  Principle  of  Self-Prefervatioii 
which  is  planted  in  every  Man's  Nature  •,  yet  I 
flatter  myfelf,  that  that  Great-Man  by  v/hofe  Di- 
rections, or  rather  by  whom  it  was  writ,  will 
fail  of  his  purposed  Defign  \  becaufe  as  on  the 
one  hand  the  Sophiftry  of  the  Letter  is  too  pal- 
pable to  impofe  on  the  Judgment  of  the  DiiTen- 
ters  '^  fo  on  the  other  hand  the  Threats  therein 
contained  will  only  ferve  to  unite  the  Diflenters 
fo  much  the  more  firmly  to  the  Country-Farty^ 
fince  Both  are  to  be  involved  in  Ojie  Common 
Ruin  5  for  if  the  Diflenters  are  falln 
upon  the  firfl:,  'tis,  ^  Firfl:,  to  fat  is fy  "^  P.  14. 
the  Dijjhiters^  that  the  Tarty  they  are 
joined  with^  cannot  be  able  to  anfwer  the'ir  Ex- 
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fectatwns  \  ttnd  then  to  fatisjy  the  Party  that  thi 
Intereft  of  the  Dijjenters  is  not  able  to 
■^  P;  29.  fitpport  them  :  And  if  ^  the  Executive 
Power  correct  a  feditious  Party ^  ai 
they  innfl  quickly  do^  'tis  only  to  lend  the  Dijjen- 
ters a  Lajh  to  let  them  knozv  their  Duty^  and 
make  them  tafle  what  they  might  juflly  expect  a 
greater  Jhare  of. 

Tile  Church  cannot  but  know.  That  Divide 
AND  Rule  is  the  ftanding  Maxim  of  all  thofe 
Politicians,  who  flick  not  at  facriiicing  Juftice^ 
Honour,  Confcience,  and  Religion,  to  obtain 
their  End  '^  nay,  their  Country  too,  when  it  ftands 
in  their  Way. 

The  Church  cannot  but  know.  That  fuch 
wicked  Politicians  never  fail  to  ftrike  in  with  the 
prevailing  Prejudices  and  Paffioiis  of  the  Multi- 
tude, as  being  the  two  Reins  by  which  they 
(the  Multitude)  are  mariag'd  as  their  Riders  pleafe : 
And  our  Achitophels^  our  wicked  Politicians  al- 
ways cloath  their  Hellifh  Defigns  with  the  Churchy 
the  Church  -^  well  knowing  that  there  is  nothing 
tranfports  Mankind  with  more  Rage,  Fury,  and 
Madnefs  againft  one  another,  than  the  Per- 
fwafion  they  are  contending  for  the  Caufe  of 
God  and  Religion  ;^  and  that  when  they  are  thus 
enrag'd,  there  is  nothing  they  will  grudge,  no- 
thing they  will  refufe  to  the  imagined  Protectors 
of  their  Caufe, .  fo  that  it  may  but  be  employed 
to  crulh  their  Adverfaries  ^  and  that  they  will 
then  be  fo  blind,  as  not  to  fee  ^  or  if  they  fee, 
ijot  to  mind  5    or  if  they  mind,  to  juftify  tiie

moft  Foolish,  Knavish,  and  Villanous 
Acts  :  and  their  Quacks  take  care  to  prevent  their 
efpying  the  approaching  Ruin  of  their  Country, 
by  plying  tl^em  with  llrong  Cordials  to  keep  up 
their  Frenzy :  fo  that  if  the  Multitude  are  fo 
happy  as  to  fee  their  approaching  Ruin,  e're  it  be 
quite  paft  Remedy,  — -  '  Fis  but  all :  Then,  then 
what  egregious  Fools  and  Blockheads  do  they  call 
themfelves,  thus  to  have  been  deluded  by  the 
Word  CHURCH!  With  what  Rage  and  Fury 
are  they  tranfported  againft  their  Deceivers  :  What 
Refolutions  do  they  ipake  againft  the  like  Folly 
for  the  future  :  Yet,  Good  God  !  No  fooner  are 
they  faved  from  One  Ruin,  but  they  faffer  them- 
felves again  to  be  led  by  the  Nofe  by  any  Impu- 
dent Rascal  that  will  but  cry^  the  Churchy 
the  Church :  And  tho  they  were  made  f  ?n(ible, 
whether  they  would  or  710^  that  the  High-Church 
Clergy  were  the  Tools  employed  to  blind-fold 
them,  that  they  might  not  fee  what  Tricks  were 
to  be  play'd  with  them  -^  yet,  my  God  !  fach  un- 
thinking Creatures  are  the  People  of  EnglanJ^ 
they  will  let  the  fame  Clergy  bhnd-fold  them 
again,  tho  they  are  put  in  mind  how  lately  that 
very  Chrgy  ha^  been  Inftrumental  in  beguihng 
them  to  the  Brink  of  their  Ruin:  Such  an  Un- 
grateful Nation  are  they,  that  they  revile  their 
very  Deliverers  if  they  warn  them  of  the  Old 
Danger  they  are  running  into  afreih  :  iuch  meer 
Spaniels  are  they  degenerated  to,  as  to  fawn  on 
thofe  very  Perfons  that  make  them  fetch  and  car- 
ry,   and    crouch  to  them  the  more,   the  more 
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Tyrannically  they  are  treated  by  them.  -Tis  but 
for  any  one  to  put  on  a  Gown,  and  he  is  fure 
to  make  them  into  as  many  Affes  as  he  pleafes : 
""Tis  but  for  thefe  Gowns-Men  to  wind  the 
Churchy  the  Churchy  and  to  lingle  out  any  Per- 
fons  they  diflike  becaufe  no  favourers  of  their 
felfifh  Defigns,  and  to  mark  him  with  being  a- 
gainfl  the  Chitrch^  and  imixiediateiy  the  whole 
Pack  open,  and  feldom  leave  oiF  till  they  have 
hunted  them  down  -^  tho  thereby  they  endanger 
their  own  Wind  :  Such  befotted,  fuch  infatuated 
Travellers  are  the  People  of  this  Ifland,  that  tho 
they  have  been  fo  often  led  into  Bogs  and  Quag- 
inires  by  this  WiU'With-a-wifp  the  Church  -^  yet 
they  are  no  fooner  pull'd  out  and  fe|;  in  the  right 
Way,  but,  if  they  fee  it  again,  they  will  ftill 
fancy  it  a  Lanthorn,  and  fo  run  a  Woolgathering 
after  it,  fpite  of  all  kind  Admonitions,  fpite  of  all 
AUiirances  that  what  they  imagine  to  be  a  Lanthorn 
is  nothing  elfe  but  that  very  individual  JFill-with-a- 
wijp  that  juft  now  mifled  them  ^  and  that  it  never 
appears  but  among  Bogs  and  Quagmires. — So  often 
deluded.and  fo  likely  ftill  to  be  deluded  j  and  by  the 
very  fame  worn-outTricks.-Melancholy  Thought ! 
- —  Our  Refcuers  from   Popery  and  Slavery  re- 

yifd,  and  injured  ^  and  by  thofe  Delivered.  

Ungrateful  People  !  ----  A  Nation  that  is.  no  lon- 
ger fenfible  of  their  Deliverances  from  Popery 
and  Slavery,  and  of  the  Bleflings  of  tilt  Prote- 
Jiant  Religio?t/'o£  Liberty^  and  Property ^  is  half 
enlTav'd.  —  A  Nation  that  courts  its  own  Ruin, 
after  fp  many  Miraculous  Deliverances,  is  fcarce 
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worthy  of  a  Cato.  — —  But,  O  People  Foolifii  and 
Unwife  !  tho  you  deferve  not  that  the  leaft  Pity 
fhould  be  be  ftiewn  unto  you ;,  yet  for  the  fake 
not  of  you,  but  of  our  deceafed  brave  Anceflors, 
by  whofe  Vigilance,  Care,  Expence  and  BLOOD, 
our  Liberties  were  preferv'd  \  and  prefervM,  have 
defcended  to  us  their  Pofterity  -^  For  their  fakes, 
not  yours.  Til  facrifice  my  All^  my  Eftate,  my 
Liberty,  my  Life  for  My  Country.  From  this 
Moment  they  are  devoted  to  My  Country  :  They 
are  not  now  mine,  but  My  Country  %  :  If  My 
Country  falls,  I  will  be  innocent :  If  My  Country 
falls,  ihe  ^jall  fee  herfelf  reveng'd  fir  ft,  for  Ma- 
tins h^c  hiimica  T^rmmis  :  If  jViy  Country  falls,  I 
will  be  crufli'd  in  her  Ruins, 

My  Country-men  ^  Can  you  blame  my  Warmth 
againft  you  for  being  fo  frequently  and  fo  eafily 
deluded  ^  and  by  the  fame  Stale  Device,  The 
Church  ?  Can  you  blame  my  Zeal  for  my  Coun- 
try i  Who  fees  his  Country  on  the  Brink  of 
Ruin,  and  doth  not  curfe  thofe  that  decoy'd  her 
thither?  Who  thinks  on  her  God-like  Patriots, 
and  doth  not  envy  every  Deed  >  Who  fees  her 
finking,  and  would  not  die  to  fave  her  ? 

My  Country-men  \  Since  I  am  perfwaded  my 
Country  was  never  nearer  the  Verge  of  her  Fate 
than  AT  PRESENT,  I  can't  be  eafy  p  Ican\ 
be  content  \  I  cannot  reft.  My  Country  is  dearer 
to  me  than  every  thing  in  this  World,  my  Con- 
fcience  excepted.  My  Country  I  Thou  pleafing 
Idea  I  Thou  deareft  Objed  of  my  Love !  For 
thee^   I'd  undergo  Hunger,  Thirft,  Watchings, 
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Toils,  Imprifonment ;,  For  thee  ^  Fd  fee  my  Wife, 
my  Babes,    my  Family,   my  Name  dellroy'd  ^ 
For  thee^  Td  fuffer  the  Whip,   the  Rack  -^    For  ■ 
thee^  what  would  I  not  do  ?   what  would  I  not 

endure  ?  Next  to  dying  for  Religion,  what 

Ad:  more  Meritorious  can  Man  perform,  than  dy- 
ing for  his  Country  >  What  Offering  more  fit  for 
Heaven,  than  a  Patriot  bleeding  for  his  Country  > 
Mjy  Country-men  ^    Awake,  Awake  -^  Vis  not  a 
time  to  Sleep  :  Your  Liberties,  your  Liberties  are 
in  Danger!    Awake,   Awake  ^    your  Religion, 
your  Religion  is  in  Danger  1    Awake,   Awake  ; 
your  Country^  your  Country  is  in  Danger !  Roufe, 
Roufe  ^  Ihew  y©ur  felves  Men :    Confider  e're  it 
be  too  late  :    There  yet  is  Hope  :    Lay  hold  on 
the  Prefent  arid  Laft  Opportunity  :   Clafp  it  e're 
it  flip  for  ever  from  you. 

My  Bear  Coimtry-men  -^  Confider  only  thefe 
three  things  following,  and  I  am  fatisfy'd  you 
will  be  awaken  d  to  a  thorough  Senfe  of  the 
dreadful  Mifery  that  hangs  hov'ring  o'er  our 
Heads. 

I.  That  the  Trefent  Miniftry  hath  made  the 
fame  Ufe  of  the  Church  and  pretended  Mifma- 
nageinents  at  home  and  abroad^  that  K.  Char.  11. 
did  of  the  Church  and  State. 

II.  That  our  Fury  againft  the  DiiTenters,  and 
Late  Miniftry,  hath  made  us  come  into  and  ap- 

,  prove  of  as  Foolish,  Knavish,  and  Villa- 
nous  Ads,  as  any  in  King  Charles  lid's  Reign  ^ 
and  believe  as  great  Abfurdities  a5  any  under  that 
Prince  :    Nay,  hath  blinded  us  from  feeing  the 
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Frefent  Mtmjlry  commit  the  VERY  SAME 
Crinws  that  they  unjuftly  got  the  Late  Mtntjlry 
cenfur'd  for;,  and  CRIMES  that  the  Late 
Minijiry  were  never  pretendedly  guilty  of,  nor 
charg'd  with. 

III.  That  this  Fury  hath  brought  the  Nation 
to  the  Brink  of  Ruin  Now,  as  it  did  Then, 

I.  That  the  Vrefent  Miniftry  hath  made  the 
fame  Ufe  of  the  Church  and  pretended  Mifnia- 
nagefnents  at  home  and  abroad^  that  K.  Char.  11. 
did  of  the  Church  and  State. 

Before  the  Civil  Wars,  the  Eftablilli'd  Church 
had  been  very  hard  upon  the  Diifenters  '^  which 
Treatment  the  Diifenters  returned  when  it  was  in 
their  Power.     The  Church  and  State  being  re- 
ftor'd  with  King  Charles  11.  who  was  to  introduce 
Topery  and  Slavery  -^  he,  knowing  that  the  Cler- 
gy, being  big  with  Revenge,  would  be  for  giv- 
ing liim  any  Power  to  crufh  the  Diifenters,  pre- 
tended a  mighty  Zeal  for  the  Hierarchy,  anima- 
ting the  Bilhops  againft  all  the  Seels  of  Diifen- 
ters ^  and  to  prevent  the  Conformity  of  any  of 
them,  he,  having  at  the  beginning  of  his  Reign 
a  Parliament  after  his  own  Heart,  got  fuch  Oaths,; 
Tefts,  and  Declarations  made,  as  he  knew  none 
of  them  could  fwallow  :    And  as  thefe  Oaths, 
Tefts,  and  Declarations,  made  the  Diifenters  lay 
afide  their  private  DilTentions,  and  unite  for  their 
common  Safety  ^  fo  he  made  ufe^  of  this  their 
Union  as  a  Handle  every  now  and  then  to  ter- 
rify the  Church  with  the  Apprehenfions  of  Pref- 
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bytery.     Befides  ,  finding  that  all  thofe  that  had 
foarted  under  the    Government  of  that  Fadion 
that  had  ufurp'd  the  Title  of  Commonwealth^  tho 
they  maintain  d  themfelves   by  Military  Force, 
abhor'd  the  very  Name  of  Commonwealth  tytrd^fttr^ 
and  dreaded  nothing  more  than  the  Thoughts  of 
rekpfing  into  the  paft  Confufion.     King  Charles 
hereupon  artfully  infinuated,  by  his  Tools^  That 
there  could  be  no  way  to  preferre  the  Hierarchy 
on  the  one  hand,  and  Monarchy  on  the  other,  but 
by  encreafing  the  Prerogative,     Hereupon  the 
DilTenters  and  thofe  Churchmen  that  opposed  the 
Encreafe  of  the  Prerogative  were  branded  with 
being  Cojnmonwealths-Men  ,    and  for  bringing  us 
back  to  the  late  Confufion :  The  Pulpits  founded 
with  nothing   but  Faffive-Obedience    and  ¥on- 
Refiftance  to  all  the  King's  Commands,  upon  pain 
of  Damnation  ^  and  that  we  were  to  ufe  no  other 
Weapons  than  Prayers  and  Tears  5  and  that  Mo- 
narchy and  Epifcopacy  were  Jtive  Divino :    And 
under  pretence  of  keeping  the  DilTenters  under 
the  Hatches,  great  Numbers  of  Proteftants  were 
difarm'd  ^  tarn'd  out  of  their  Pofts  in  Corporations  ^ 
excluded  from  all  Offices  of  Honour  or  Profit : 
The  DilTenters  were  prohibited  meeting  together 
for  Divine  Worlhip,  crowded  and  ftarved  in  Gaols  \ 
fome  forced  to  fly  into  Foreign  Countries  '^  and, 
in  one  word,  there  was  nothing  fo  Arbitrary  or 
Illegal,  but  was  encouraged  and  applauded  by  the 
Church,  becaufe  us'd  againft  the  Whigs  and  Dif- 
fenters.     To  fuch  a  Height  of  Frenzy  had  King 
Charles  TL.  v/rought  the  Nation  up  toby  thofe 
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two  Magick  Charms,  the  CHURCH  and 
STATE. 

Jf  we  now  turn  our  Thoughts  upon  our  felves, 
if  we  do  but  calmly  confider  thefe  four  laft 
Years,  we  fhall  be  fatisfy'd  there  have  not 
been  wanting,  in  thefe  our  Days,  fuch  Jrch- 
Magicians^  as  by  thofc  two  Spells,  the  Church 
and  pretended  M?f?nanagements  at  home  and  a- 
broad^  fo  to  bewitch  our  Body  Politick,  that  we 
fliall  not,  perhaps,  be  delivered  from  this  Inchant- 
ment,  till  our  very  Being  diffolves  with  the 
Charm. 

Let  us  confider  then,  what  hath  been  ading 
for  thefe  four  Years  laft  paft  on  the  Stage  of  this 
Nation. 

My  Country-men  \  You  cannot  but  very  well 
remember  what  a  Handle  the  Vrefent  Court-? arty ^ 
who  were  then  out  of  Play,  made  of  Sacheverel^ 
Impeachment,  to  terrify  the  Nation  with  the  Ap- 
prehenfions  of  the  Church's  immediate  Ruin  , 
what  Mobs  were  raised  every  day  of  his  Tryal, 
to  conduct  him  to  and  from  Weflmijifter-Hall  ^ 
what  Affronts  and  Abufes  were  offer'd  to  Perfons 
of  the  firft  Quality,  to  the  Bifhops,  and  to  the 
Members  of  both  Houfes  ^  what  Execrations 
were  fpu'd  out  on  all  thofe  that  would  not  de- 
clare for  High-Church  and  the  Dodor  ;  what 
numberlefs  Blows  were  laid  on  all  thofe  in  the 
Streets  that  would  not  pull  off  their  Hat  to  the 
Doclor  •,  how  induftrioufly  it  was  every  where 
fpread,  that  Dr.  Sacheverel  was  impeach'd  by  the 
Commons,  for  nothing  elfe  but  inaintajiping  the 
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Dodrine  of  the  Church  of  England :  and  to  en-^ 
flame  the  Mob  the  more,  his  CoUediojas  for  llsoyi- 
KefiftaJice  were  every  where  fpread  with  the  ut- 
molt  Induftry  '^  which  had  fuch  a  fatal  EfFed:, 
that  the  Rabble  rofe  up  in  Arms,  threatening  to 
demohih  the  Houfes  of  feveral  Lords  and  Com- 
moners 5  and  had  formed  a  Deiign  on  the  Bank 
itfclf  ^  nay,  feveral  Meeting-Houfes  were  actually 
burnt.  After  his  Tryal,  what  Bonfires  and  Illu- 
minations, what  Rejoicing  by  the  ? re fent  Court- 
farty  were  there  not  ?  Ho\^  indefatigably  the 
Danger  of  the  Church  was  it  not  fpread  ?  And  to 
keep  up  the  Flame,  Addrelfes  were  handed  round 
the  Nation  ftuft  full  of  Contradictions,  o^FaJJiver 
Obedience  and  J^^on-Reji fiance^  and  the  Liberties 
of  the  People  ^  of  Unalienai?le  Hereditary-Right^ 
and  t\\tHoufe  ofHajwver  :  And  ^acheverel^  un- 
der pretence  of  taking  PoiTeflion  of  a  Living  in 
Wales^  was  fent  a  Progrefs  through  feveral  Coun- 
ties, to  blow  the  Coals,  and  enflame  the  Mad- 
nefs  of  the  People.  And  when  the  Dilfolution 
of  the  Parliament  was  warmly  talk'd  of,  and  In- 
tereft  was  making  for  a  new  one,  how  was  the 
being  a  good  Church-man  made  ufe  of  as  the 
O  N  LY  Recommendation  to  the  Electors  ^  how 
were  the  Whigs  calfd  Fanaticks^  Schifmaticks^ 
Republica?ts  ^  how  were  they  revifd  with  being 
againft  Monarchy^  Epifcopacy^  and  Hereditary- 
Right  ^  how  indefatigably  did  the  Prefent  Court- 
Party  charge  the  Late  Miniftry  with  delighting 
in  War  ,  that  they  carry 'd  it  on  only  for  their  own 
Ends  5  that  we  might  have  had  a  good  Peace  fe- 
veral 
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Vera!  Years  ago,  if  it  had  not  been  for  thefn  ^ 
that  there  had  been  fuch  incredible  Mifmanage- 
irient  of  the  Publick  Mony,  as,  if  reimbiars'd, 
would  carry  on  the  War  for  feveral  Years  toge- 
ther, without  faifing  any  more  Taxes  *,  that  if 
they  were  chofen,  they  would  call  the  Lat€  Mi- 
hiftry  to  an  Account.  And  to  keep  up  this  De- 
lulion,  the  Examiner  comes  out  Weekly.  At 
laft,  the  Parliament  is  diflblv'd  ^  and  by  the 
Help  of  all  thefe  intoxicating  Medicines,  and  the 
moil  riotous  Behaviour  in  the  Prefect  Court- 
ParPy^  a  new  One  is  chofen,  agreeable  to  their 
Wiihes. 

As  the  Prefent  Miniftry  had  deluded  the  Na- 
tion out  of  Parliament  by  the  Church  and  Mif- 
managements  at  home  and  abroad'^  fo  was  the 
Delulion  to  be  carry'd  on  in  Parliament  by  the 
feme  Devices* 

Accordingly,  in  the  firft  Sefiions  of  this  Par- 
liament, the  Houfe  of  Commons  came  to  this 
Vote,  "  That  it  appears  to  this  Houfe,  that  The- 
"  mas  Ridge ^  Efq;,  a  Member  of  this  Houfe,  is 
^^  .guilty  of  great  Frauds  and  Abufes,  by  having 
*^  contraded  to  furnifh.  Five  Thoufand  Five  Hun- 
^*^  dred  and  Thirteen  Tun  of  Beer  upon  his  own 
*^  Account,  and  Two  Thoufand  Seven  Hundred 
"  and  Four  Tun  of  Beer  in  Partnerflnip  with 
"  Mr.  Dixon  ^  and  having  received  Bills  for  the 
"  whole,  altho  he  delivered  but  Three  Thou- 
*^  fand  Two  Hundred  and  Thirteen  Tun  on  the 
"  firft,  and  but  One  Thoufand  Two  Hundred 
*^  Sixty-Nine  upon  the  latter  Contrad. 

"^  Refohed^ 
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"  Refolved^  That  the  faid  Thomas  Ridge  Efq; 
"  be  for  the  laid  Frauds  and  Abufea  cvDeil'd  tais 
''  Houfe. 

"  Refolved^  That  an  humble  Addrefs  be  pre- 
'^  fented  to  her  Majefty,  That  fh"^  ^v^i  be  plea- 
"  fed  to  give  Diredions  to  her  Attvin^y-Geneial, 
**  to  profeciite  the  faid  Mr.  Ridge  for  the  faid 
"  Frauds  and  Abiifes/* 

And  yet  the  Prefent  Miniflry^  immediately  af- 
ter this,  contraded  with  him  anew,  to  furnilh  the 
Navy  with  Beer  in  the  fame  manner  he  had  hi- 
therto done,  and  fot  which  he  was  expelFd  ^  but 
upon  much  more  advantagious  1  erais  for  the  faid 
Mn  Ridge  than  before. 

They  likewife  refolve^  "  That  it  appears  to 
*^  this  Houfe,  that  of  the  Mony  granted  by 
*^  Parliament,  and  illued  for  the  Pabiick  S'^rvice 
*^  to  Chriftmas  17 lo,  there  are  Thiny-five  Mil- 
**  lions  Three  Hundred  and  Two  ThoTffa^id  One 
*'  Hundred  and  Seven  Pounds^  Eighteen  ShiU 
^'  lings ^  and  Nine  Pence  ^  for  a  great  part  w^here- 
*^  of  no  Accounts  have  been  laid  before  the  Au- 
*^  ditors,  and  the  reft  not  profecated  by  the  Ac- 
"  countants,  and  iinilhed."  But  to  make  up  thefe 
55,302,107 /•  1 8  J*.  9^.  the  Houfe  of  Commons 
was  forc'd  to  tak@  in  Accounts  from  K.  Charles\ 
K.  ya7nes\  and  K.  Williams  Reign :  And  yet 
there  were  at  the  time  of  this  Vote,  but  "^  Four 
Milliofu  Three  Hundred  and  Thirty  Jhoufa?id 
One  Hu7idred  and  Thirty-live  Pounds^  and  Two 
Tence^  unaccounted  for. _^

The 
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The  Debt  of  the  Navy  was  another  heavy 
Charge  on  the  Late  Miniftry :  But  this  is  fo  fully 
explained  in  A  Letter  to  a  Friejid  concerning  the 
PuMick  Bebts^  particularly  that  of  the  ^avy^ 
that  I  fliall  refer  the  Reader  to  it  for  his  full 
Satisfadion. 

A  fourth  heavy  Imputation  on  the  Late  Mini- 
ftry, was.  That  the  Publick  Debts  when  ftated, 
amounted    to  ^ine  Millions  four  Hundred  and 
Eighty  Three  Thousand  Two  Hundred  and  Ninety 
Three  Pounds^  Thirteen  Shillings^  and  Four  Pence 
Halfpenny:    (a^   Now  of  this  vaft   Sum,  Two 
Millions  Eight  Hundred  Ninety  Seven  Thoufand 
Five  Hundred  and  Twenty  Nine  Pounds^  Nineteen 
Shillings^    Four  Pence  Three  Farthings^    was  an 
old  Debt  of  the  lafl:  War  ^  and  Two  Millions 
Seven   Hundred  Twenty   One   Thou- 
sand Six  Hundred  and  Twelve  Pounds, 
Fourteen  Shillings,   and  Nine  Pence 
Farthing,  was  a  Debt  incur'd  fince  the  Change 
of  the  Miniftry  :    So  that  the  whole  Debt  that 
can  be  laid  to  the  Charge  of  the  Late  Miniftry, 
can  be  no  more  than  Three  Millions  Eight  Hun- 
dred Sixty    Four   Thoufand  One  Hundred  and 
Fifty  Pounds^  Nineteen  Shillings^  and  Two  Pence 
Halfpenny  -^    and  out  of   this,    One  Million  Five 
Hundred  Fifty  Seven   Thoufand  Five  Hundred 
and  Forty  Pounds^    Twelve  Shillings^   and  Nine 
Pence  Farthings  is  to  be  dedufted  for  the  Defi- 
ciency of  the  Funds  during  their  Adminiftration  ^ 

(a)  ride  A  Brief  Account  of  the  Debts  provided  for  by  the 
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Then  there  remains  only  Two  Millions  Three 
Hundred  and  Six  Thoufand  Six  Hundred  and 
Ten  Founds^  Six  Shillings^  Five  Fence  Farthing  ^ 
which  is  but  about  Three  Hundred  Thoufand 
Founds  per  Annum '^  ahiioft  an  incredible  Imall 
Sum,  confidering  that  in  each  of  the  two  Years 
immediately  following  the  Change  of  the  Mini- 
ftry,  the  Debt  of  the  Navy  amounted  to  Double 
That  Sum,  as  will  appear  hereaften 

A  fifth  intolerable  Article  was, 
(a)  Repre-  (a)  Exceeding  the  Farliameritory 
fe?itation.  Frovijions  ,  whicUtho  it  was  calPd 
a  new  and  illegal  FraBice^  and  a 
dangerous  hivajion  of  the  Rights  of  Parliament^ 
yet  the  two  very  next  Years  the  Exceedings  of 
Farliamentory  Frovifwns  was  much  greater,  and 
lefs  juftifiable,  than  in  any  Year  under  the  Late 
Adminiftration,  as  will  appear  hereafter. 

To  keep  the  Nation  warm  in  the  behef  of  all 
thefe  hitollerable  Mifmanagements^  and  that  the 
Criminals  would  moft  certainly  be  brought  to 
condign  Punilhment,  Commijfwners  are  appointed 
by  Ad:  of  Parliament,  to  Take^  Examine^  and 
State  the  puhlick  Accounts  of  the  Kingdom. 

So  much  for  Mifmanagements  this  Seffion. 

Religion  is  now  to  be  confidered. 

The  Commons  having  taken  fo  much  Care  to 
difcover  Abufes  and  Villanies  in  the  State,  their 
next  Care  is  to  have  the  Church  flouriili  as  much 
as  poffible  ^  and  in  order  hereunto,  they  pafs  a 
Bill  for  Building  Fifty  ISezv  Churches  ,  tho 
how  the  want  of  fo  many  l^ew  Churches  can 

agree 
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agree  with  the  Bill  pals'd  the  next  Seifions  to 
prevent  Occajional  Conformity^  I  can*t  tell  ^  how- 
ever it  was  a  very  plaufible  Ad,  calculated  to  a- 
mufe  the  Nation  with  the  Belief,  that  .as  they 
had  nothing  more  at  Heart  than  the  Church,  jk> 
the  late  Minijlry  had  nothing  lefs*  But  the  chief 
Mafter-ftroke  to  compleat  the  final  Ruin  of  the 
late  Mintflry^  was,  the  employing  the  Convoca- 
tion to  reprefent  our  Religion  as  in  the  utmoft 
Danger,  by  reafon  of  the  late  Excejjfive  Growth 
^Infidelity,  Heresy,  /^WPkophaness^ 
fince  nothing  raifes  the  Fury  of  the  People  more, 
even  of  a  People  that  have  fcarce  any  Religion, 
much  more  of  the  People  of  England^  who  have 
naturally  the  gr^ateft  Veneration  for  Religion, 
than  to  fee  Religion  undermin'd,  than  to  fee  jRcr/f- 
gion  decaying,  than  to  fee  Religion  juft  ready  to 
leave  theiiii.  But  if  any  one  will  give  himfelf  the 
trouble  to  read  a  Pamphlet,  intitl'd.  The  Nation 
vindicated  from  the  Afperfwns  cajl  on  it  in  a  late 
'Pamphlet^  intitl'd^  A  Reprefentation  of  the  Pre- 
fent  State  of  Religion,  with  regard  to  the  late  Ex- 
ceffive Growth  o£  Infidelity ^Herejy^  2in^Prophane- 
nefs^  as  it  pafs*d  the  Lower  Houfe  of  Convoca-- 
tion^  he  will  be  fully  (atisfy'd  that  there  was  and 
is  as  little  ground  for  fuch  a  Charge  upon  the  ac- 
count of  Religion,  as  by  the  Parliament  upon 
that  of  Mifmanagements.  * 

The  Parliament  having  in  their  laft  Seffions 
voted  Greait  Mifmanagements  at  home  in  the  Pub- 
lick  Mony  5  now  jtift*  before  their  fecond  Meet- 
ting  pops  out  The  ConduH  of  the  Allies^   and  of 
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the  late  Mimjirj^  calculated  to  perfwade  the  Paf- 
liament  and  the  Nation^  "^  That  we 
'^^.66.d^c.     TPere   not  bound  to  recover  Spain 
and  the  V^t^-lndks  from  the  Houfi 
t  ?•  57?  5^*    ^/  Bourbon  ^    f  That  we  had  he- 
gun  and  carrfdon  the  War  Con- 
trary TO  Reason  ^  That  we  had  made  nveak 
and  foolijh  Bargains  with  our  Allies  5  That  we 
hadfiiffered  them  to  treat  its  with  Infoknce  and 
Co7ttempty    at  the  very  Injiant  when  we   were 
gahmig  ToTPns^  Provinees^and  Kti^gdoms  for  the?n^ 
at  the  Price  of  Oiir  Ritin^  and  without  anj  Pro-' 
fpeB  of  Inter  eft  to  ourfelves. 

The  Parliament  being  met,  the  Gommiflioner§ 
for  Publick  Accounts  make  their  Report  ^  and 
therein  charge  the  Duke  o{  Marlborough  with 
having  defrauded  the  Soldiery  of  two  and  a  half 
per  cent,  they  likewife  charge  Mn  Walpole  with 
having  received  Five  Hundred  Guineas  in  Specie^ 
and  a  Note  for  Five  Hundred  Pound  irtorc,  on 
account  of  two  Cofltrads  for^  Forrage  of  her  Ma- 
jefty's  Troops  in  North-Britain  :  The  Houfe  of 
Commons  heteuport  take  thefe  two  Matters  into 
their  Confideratiori,  and  refolve,  "  That  Robert 
Walpole  Efq-^  (a  Member  of'  this  Houfe)  iil 
receiving  the  Sum  of  Five  Hundred  Guineas^ 
and  in  taking  a  Note  for  Five  Hundred  Pound 
mof  e,  on  'account  of  two  Contrads  for  Forrage 
of  her  Majefty's  Troops  quartered  in  Norths 
Britain^  made  by  him  when  Secretary  at  War^ 
purfuant  to  a  Power  granted  to  him  by  the  late 
Lord'Treafurer^  is  guilty  of  a  liigh  Breach  of 

['  Truft, 
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^^  Trtift,  and  Notorious  Corruption ,  *'  and  pur- 
fuant  to  this  Refolution,  they  expel  him  the 
Houfe,  and  fend  him  to  the  Tower  :  Tho  it  was 
made  appear  by  Evidence  upon  Oath,  That  Mr. 
Walpok  had  not  the  leaft  Intereft  or  Advantage, 
dtretlly  or  indireBly^  in  the  Five  Hwidred  Gui- 
neas^ and  in  the  Five  Hundred  Found.  For  the. 
Reader's  full  Satisfadion  herein,  I  refer  him  to 
Mr.  TValpole's  Cafe,  &c. 

The  Houfe  of  Commons  fall  next  upon  the 
Duke  of  Marlborough  :  And  to  make  the  Nation 
believe  that  he  is  not  profecuted  out  of  any 
F arty-Malice^  they  firft  of  all  vote  the  Two  and  a 
half  per  cent,  to  be  publick  Mo?ry^  ajid  to  be  ac^ 
counted  for  \  and  that  it  Jhoidd  he  continued  for 
the  Tear  17 12,  and  apply'd  for  the  Year.  There- 
upon a  Profecution  is  ordered  :  And  after  fome 
time  a  Bill  is  exhibited  in  the  Exchequer  Cham- 
ber againft  his  Grace  ^  to  which  he  put  in  his 

Anfwer -—  and  then  the  Profecution   was 

dropt. 

Now  what  Ground  the  Houfe  of  Commons 
could  have  to  vote  the  Perquifite  of  a  General, 
as  the  Two  and  a  half  per  cent,  is,  to  be  publick 
Mony^  and  to  be  accoimted  for^  I  know  not* 

The  Houfe  of  Commons  having  thus  fhewn 
their  Zeal  for  their^Country  againft^  thefe  Rob- 
bers and  Spoilers  thereof  hitherto  difcovered  ; 
they  now  take  into  their  Confideration  the  State 
of  the  War.  The  Parliament  being  fully  diC- 
pos'd  to  refolve  any  thing  herein,  by  reafon  of 
the  Mift  caft   before  their  Eyes,   and   of  the 
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Warmth  raised  in  them  by  the  many  Falfities  arid 
Mifreprefentations  with  which  the  CotidnEl  ofthd 
Allies  was  fluff  *d  :  Hereupon  Addrcfles  are  made 
to  her  Majefty,  fot  Accounts  of  the  Quota's  and 
froportions  of  her  Ma]e%  and  her  Allies  daring 
the  War  ^  and  how  the  fame  have  bfeeri  ob- 
ferv'd',  for  all  Treaties  fot  faifing  and  augment-^ 
ing  Proportions  ,  and  for  whatever  elfe  was  neccf- 
fary  for  having  a  true  State  of  the  War  laid  be- 
fore them.  Purfuant  to  thefe  AddrelTes,  a  State 
of  the  Wat  is  laid  before  the  Houfc  ^  and  a  Day 
appointed  to  confider  of  it :  The  Day  being  come, 
Eleveii  Quefiims  ready  pc;nn*d,  and  put  intQ 
proper  Perforis  Hands^  are  mdv'd  one  after  ano- 
ther :  And  without  more  ado,  in  an  Hour's  time, 
the  Parliament  judge  and  condemn  the  late  Em- 
peror^ the  prtfent  Emperor^  the  King  of  toftiigal^ 
and  the  States-General 

My  Lord  Townjhend^  who  had  made  a  Treaty

tation.  only  having  thereby  negleBed^  tut 
facrificed  jhe  Interejl  of  Great-

defiriiBive  to  the  >  Trade  and  Welfare  of  this 
Kingdom.  If  this  had  been  fo,  an  Impeachment 
was  the  leaft  that  could  be  expeded  \  but  an  Im- 
peachment there  v/as  not  ^  Therefore,  can  it  be 
true  ^ 
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To  carry  on  this  Farce  of  Mifmanagements, 
die  Authority  of  the  Com.m.iffioners  for  Taki?ig^ 
Exaitiinin^^  and  Stating  the  publick  Accounts  of 
The  Kingdom^  is  by  A.djt  pf  Parliament  continued 
for  one  Year  |oi)ger  ^  and  another  Ad:  is  pafs'd 
for  the  appointing  CommiJJioners  to  Take^  Exa- 
mine^  and  Determine  the  t)ebts  due  to  the  Army^ 
TranfportrService^  and  Sick  and  Wounded. 

The  Houfe  of  Coipmops  having  taken  fo  miich 
Care  pf  the  State,  their  Care  pf  the  Church  was 
nqt  lefs  ^  for  they  not  only  pafsM  a  Bill  againft 
Occasional  Conformity  here^  but  likewife  one  in 
favour  of  the  Epifcoparians  in  Scotland ,  and  an- 
other for  cnlargipg  the  time  for  building  the 
Fifty  new  Chifrfhes,  They  likewife  addrefs  her 
Majefty,  tQ  give  the  Church  Lands  in  Scotlayid 
in  the  Hands  of  the  Crown,  to  the  Epifcopal 
Clergy  there  that  shall  take  the  Oaths. 

We  come  now  to  ti]e  thjrcj  and  laft  Seffion  of 
this  Parliament  ^  wherein  the  third  and  laft  Aft 
of  the  Farce  of  the  Church  and  Mifmanagements 
is  play'd  :  For  to  keep  the  Nation  afleep  in  the 
Ferfwafion  of  great  Mifmanagements  by  the  late 
Minijlry^  and  of  the  Zeal  of  the  prefent  for  the 
Church'^  the  Commiffioners  c^r.  make  a  fecond 
Report  of  great  Mifmanagements,  tho  none  is  called 
to  an  Account  for  them  -^  The  Authority  of  thefe 
CommiiTioners  for  takings  die.  the  publick  Ac- 
cowitSy  and  for  determining  the  Debts  due  to  the 
Army^  is  continued ,  And  part  of  the  Strand  is 
yefted  in.  the  Commiffioners  for  the  Fifty  new 
Churches'^  to  build  one  of  them  there. 

C  ^  Thus 
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Thus  the  prefent  Miniftry,  by  the  Name  of 
the  Churchy  and  pretended  Mtfrnanageinents  at 
ho7ne  and  abroad^  have  rais'd  fuch  a  Frenzy  in 
the  People  as  could  fcarce  have  been  imagin  d  : 
—  But  fuch  as  that  very  People  will  have  caufe 
to  repent  FOR  AGES  TO  COME. 

I  come  now  to  my  fecond  Propofition,  viz. 
That  our  Fury  againft  the  Diffenters  and  late 
Minifiry  hath  made  us  come  into  and  approve  of 
as  Foolish,  Knavish,  and  Villanous  Afts, 
as  any  in  King  Charles  ll.'s  Reign ,  and  believe 
as  great  Abfurdities  as  any  under  that  Prince : 
Nay,  hath  blmded  us  from  feeing  the  prefent 
Mtnijlry  commit  the  VERY  SAME  Crimes  th^Lt 
they  unjuftly  got  the  late  Miniftry  cenfur*d  for , 
and  CRIMES  that  the  late  Miftfftry  were  never 
pretendedly  guilty  of,  nor  charged  with.

And  yet  after  thefe  Declara- 
tions, when  the  French  Minifters  proposed  feve- 
ral  times  entring  into  a  Negotiation  by  Word  of 
Mouth  and  not   in  Writing,  tho  all  the  Allies 
v/ere  againft  it,  we  took  the  Part  of  the  French  : 
And  there  was  a  great  Intimacy  and  clofe  Corre- 
fpondence  between  our  Minifters  and  thofe  of 
France.     And  at  home,  the  Houfe  of  Commons 
cenfur'd  the  late  Emperor,  the  prefent  Emperor, 
the  King  of  Portugal^  and  the  States-General : 
and  when  the  Confederate  Army  was  to  have 

attacked 
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attacked  the  French  before  Cambray^  his  Grace 
declared,  that  he  had  rtceivd  pofitive  Orders  by 
a  Courier^  not  to  agree  to  a  Battle  ^  and  when 
it  was  proposed  to  undertake  a  Siege,  he  declared. 
That  his  Orders  forbad  htm  to  enter  into  any 
ABion  againft  the  Enemy ^  either  by  Battle  or 
Siege. 

After  the  Dake  had  thus  refiis'd  to  fight.  Or- 
ders were  fent  him  to  concur  with  the  Generals 
€:f  the  Allies  in  a  Siege  -^  and  accordingly  Quef- 
noy  was  befieg'd  by  the  Confederates  :  Yet  during 
the  Siege  the  Duke  told  the  States  Deputies,  that 
if  they  perfifted  to  carry  on  the  Siege,  he  would 
cover  it  no  longer^  i7ite?idi7ig  to  march  off  with 
his  Troops  in  Three  Days. 

After  this  fhameful  Aft  of  the  Duke's,  and  the 
Terms  of  Peace  laid  before  the  Parliament  ^  the 
Bifliop  of  Briftol^  June  21.  declared  to  the  Mi- 
nifters  of  the  Allies,  that  the  Reports  fpread  a- 
broad  as  if  the  Qvieen  his  Miftrefs  defignd  to 
make  a  feparate  Veace^  were  Groundlefs  ^  and 
that  her  Majefty  had  no  other  T)efign  in  vieip^ 
thaji  to  procure  a  general  ^e ace ^  wherein  all  the 
Allies  might  find  their  refpe&ive  Advantages  and 
Security  :  And  my  Lord  Treafurer,  in  the  Houfe 
of  Lords,  declared,  That  there  was  no  feparate 
Peace  ^  a?td  that  the  fame  would  be  Foolish, 
Knavish,  and  Villanous. 

But  what  Trutk  was  there  in  all  this,  (^)  when 
Admiral  Jennings  not  only  refused  to  tranfporC

the 
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the  Imperial  Troops  from  Italy  into  Catalonia^ 
bidt  likewife  took  on  board  the  EngliJJj  Troops  in 
that  Country  to  carry  them  to  Port-Maho/i :  And 
the  Duke  of  Ormond  made  a  Detachment  of  Ten 
Battalions  to  take  pofTeffion  of  Du7ikirk  ^  and  af- 
terwards, Jtme  25  th,  declared  to  FnncQ  E74ge?ie 
and  the  States-Deputies,  that  he  had  receiv'd  Or- 
ders to  pubhlh,  within  Three  Days,  a  Sufpenfion 
of  Arms  for  Two  Months,  between  his  Army 
and  the  French  ^  and  that  if  they  perfifted  to  car- 
ry on  the  Siege  of  Q^fefnoy^  he  would  cover  it  no 
longer,  intending  to  march  off  with  his  Troops 
in  Three  Days  5  And  my  Lord  Strafford  went 
incognito  to  the  French  Camp,  to  confer  with  the 
Marefchal  de  Vtllars  •,  which  was  followed  by 
the  E?iglijh  making  themfelves  Matters  of  Ghmt 
and  Bruges^  and  thereby  fecuring  the  Command 
of  the  Lys  and  Schelde^  which  fo  ftreightned  the 
Army  of  the  Allies,  that  it  put  a  flop  to  their 
Progrefs  and  Honour  ? 

Are  not  thefe  feveral  Ads  fo  many  Vrvjlitutioni 
of  the  Words  of  the  prefent  Mini(iry  <?

An  Ad  of  H  Y  p  o  c  K.  I  s  Y  that  K.  Charles  IL 
was  never  guilty  of,  and  equal  if  not  fuperior  to 
any  of  thofe  Oliver  Cromwel  was  and  is  famous 
for* 

King  Charles  IL  nevet  had  a  Fdjl  Day/^r  i^- 
ploring  God's  Bleffing  on  any  intended  Treaty^ 
that  thereby  might  be  produced  an  Honourable^ 
Secure  and  Lafling  Peace  '^  and  his  Ajjijlance  on 
the  Arms  of  his  Majejly  and  his  Allies^  and  his 

H  a?iJ 
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and  their  fones  both  by  Sea  and  Land^   tilt 

tl^etr  (0nemtej5  mig^t  fubmit  to  fuc^  a 

H^t^ttj  when  he  had  already  either  actually  a- 
greed  on  the  Terms  of  Peace  with  Trance^  or 
was  unalterably  refolv'd  to  have  a  Peace  with 
France  ngl^  or  tPtOltg. 

Oliver  Crotnwel^  when  the  King  loft  his  Head, 
pretended  to  confult  the  Lord,  to  know  whether 
the  King  fhould  be  beheaded  or  not  ^  tho  he  had 
ordered   the  Execution  to  be  during  that  time. 
This  was  certainly  a  nioft  black  Piece  of  Hypo- 
crify  5  and  yet  not  fo  Black  as  what  was  done  in 
the  Year  171 3.  For  when  tht  prefent  Minijlrj  had 
fent  Mr.  Trior  over  into  France  to  make  the  firft 
Overtures  of  Peace  to  our  baffled  and  defpicable 
Enemy  -,    had  brought  her  Majefty  to  (ign  the 
Preliminaries  brought  over  by  Mefnager^  before 
they  were  communicated  to  the  Minifters  of  the 
Allies  redding  here  -^  had  got  Count  Gallas^  the 
Emperor's  Envoy,  forbidden  the  Court,but  had  re- 
ceived Mefnager  with  fuch  great  Civility  that  th« 
French  Papers  took  a  very  pleafing  Notice  there- 
of 5  had  by  the  Pofi-Boy  and  other  Papers  indea- 
vour'd  to  prove  that  the  Preliminaries  anfwer'd 
our  End  of  entring  into  the  War  '^  and  confequen^ 
tially  hereto,  had  by  the  Foji-Boy  fo  fcandaloufly 
refleded  on  the  King  of  Portugal  and  the  Duke 
of  Savoy^  that  their  Minifters  here  complained 
thereof  ^  had  by  the  ConduB  of  the  Allies^  which 
was  the  Compafs  by  which  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons fteerM,  complained  of  the  War,  and  fcan- 
daliz'd  all  our  Allies:  When  Couriers  had  pafs'd 

to 
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to  and  fro  between  our  Minijlry  and  the  French 
King  i  and  the  Trench  King  had  every  Day  more 
than  other  more  fanguin  Hopes  or  a  fpeedy  Peace  , 
and  thereupon  had  made  her  Majefty  a  Prefent  of 
fix  co??tpleat  Suits^very  rich  made  onpurpofe  ^  when 
by  thefe,  and  many  other  Symptoms,  it  was  felf- 
evident  that  they  had  either  adually  agreed  on  the 
Terms  of  Peace  with  France^  or  were  unaltera-- 
bly  refolv'd  to  have  a  Peace  with  Trance^  X\%^t 
or  tDfOng  \  and  which  our  Behaviour  after,  both 
at  home  and  abroad,   confirmed  ^^  On  the  19th  of 
December  there  comes-  out  a  Proclamation  for  a 
GENERAL  FAST  to  be   obfervM  on  the 
loth  of  January  following,    To   implore   GocTs 
BleJJing  &c.   as  aforefaid  \  which  was  performed 
according  \  but  between  which  and  the  Obfervance 
thereof  the  Dake   of  Marlborough   was   turn'd 
out.     That   Ad   of  Hypocrify  by  Cromvpel  was 
but  the  Ad  of  OttC  Man  \  but  in  our  Cafe,   the 
prefent  Minijlry   will  have  a  tUl^Ole    l^atiOlT 
mock  God* 

Is  not  this  Hypocrify  with  a  witnefs  > 

Count  Gallas  having  expoftulated  with  the 
Prime  Minifter  of  State  about  Priors  Journey  to 
France  ^  was  fo  fcandaloufly  reflected  oh,  as  well 
as  his  Mafter,  by  the  Pofl-Boy  ^  that  the  Count 
prefented  a  Memorial  to  one  of  her  Majefly's 
Secretaries  about  it :  And  all  that  was  done  to  the 
Poft-Boy  was,  he  was  fummon'd  before  the  Se- 
cretary, and  fhew*d  the  Paragraph  the  Count  took 
Notice  of  in  his  Memorial,  and  askt  whence  he 
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had  It  >  To  which  the  Poft-Boy  arifwefM,  he  had  it? 
in  a  Letter  from  the  Hague  ^  which  he  was  calFd 
upon  to  produce,  but  refused,  pretending  there 
was  nothing  againft  the  Government.  The  Po/i- 
Boy  was  difmifs'd,  with  a  Caittion  not  to  ufe  the 
Cotmfs  ISame. 

The  Po/I-Boy^  Nov.  ic.  lyii.  reflected  otrthe 
Dake  of  Savoj^  and  the  King  of  Portitgal^  in 
fuch  infamous  terms,  that  their  Minifters  corti- 
plain'd  thereof^  and  nothing  was  done  to  the 
Author,  but  being  bound  over  to  appeal  in  the 
QiteenS'Bench. 

Are  not  thefe  Violations  of  the  Laws  of  Na- 
tions ? 

XVI. 

By  the  fecond  Grand  Alliance  made  in  1701. 
Article  the  8th,  it  is  exprefly  ftipulated,  That 
no  Peace  [hall  be  made^  tmkfs  an  equitable  and 
reafonahle  SatisfaBion  for  his  Imperial  Majefy  be 
jirfl  obtained  ^  And  by  the  Treaty  between  the 
Emperor^  England^  Portugal^  dndi^ Holland^  it  is 
exprefly  ftipulated,  in  the  2 1  ft  Article,  That  there 
lliall  not  be  at  any  time  a  Peace  concluded^  whtlft 
his  ?nofc  Chriftian  Majeftfs  fecond  Grandfon  by 
the  Dauphin^  or  any  other  Prince  of  French  Ex- 
traBion^  fijall  continue  in  Spain.  Yet  notwith- 
ftanding  thefe  moft  folemn  Leagues  and  Treaties, 
the  prefent  Miniftry  have  made  a  Peace  with 
trance^  without  obtaining  a  reafonable  Satisfac- 
tion for  his  Imperial  Majefty  ^  they  have  made  a 
Peace  with  Ermce^  whilft  his  Moft  Chriftian 

Majefty's 
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M^jefty'^  fecond  Grandfon  by  the  Dauphin  con- 
^nues  in  Spatru 

By  the  7  th  Article  of  the  fecond  Grand  Al- 
liance -^  it  is  expreily  ftipulated.  That  tli,e  Con- 
federates "  fliall  faithfully  cominjanicate  thei^r  De- 
"  figns  to  one  another  ^  '*  and  by  the  8th  Article, 
That  '^  it  Ihall  not  be  permitted  to  either  Party, 
^'  when  the  War  is  once  jbegun,  to  txeat  of  Peace 
"  with  the  Enemy,  unlefs  jointly,  and  with  the 
^^  common  Advices  of  the  other  Parties  -^ ''  and 
by  the  21  ft  Article  of  the  P^r^z/gv/Z-Treaty,  That 
neither  Feace  nor  Truce  jhall  be  made^  but  by 
the  77iiitualConfe7itofallthe  Allies  ^  And  yet  the 
prefeiit  Mintftry  privately  fent  Mr*  Prior  oyer  into 
France  -^  They  did  not  communicat;e  to  the  Allies 
their  Negotiations  with  Frarice^  before  the  Preli- 
minaries were  brought,  ijor  after. 

Are  not  thefe  faveral  moft  folemn  Leagues  and 
Treaties  violated  by  the  pre  fent  Mini/try  ^     ■ 

XVII. 

'  We  drew  the  Catalans  into  the  War.  My 
Lord  Peterborough^  after  jhe  taking  ot  Barcelona^ 
aifured  them  of  being  CQnftantly  fupported  by 
her  Majefty  ^  'in  proof  hereof  her  Majefty  fei^t 
her  Fleets,  which  relievM  that  Town  -^  and  fre- 
quently fent  Supplies  of  Men  and  Shipping  thi- 
ther :  Yet  notwithftanding  all  this ,  tlie  prefent 
Miniftry  have  bafely  betray'd  that  brave  unhappy 
People. 

Is  nqt  this  Treachery  <?     ' 
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Can  thofe  Minifters  be  true  to  their  Native 
Country,  which  is  free  ^  when  they  have  thus 
infainoujly  betray'd  that  brave  free  People  ? 

Should  the  Miniftry,  to  amufe  the  Nation,  and 
varniih  over  fo  horrid  an  Act  of  Perfidy,  inter- 
cede with  the  Spanijh  King   in   their   behalf:

As  DaviJ  gave  up  the  Sons  of  Saul^  who  by 
flaying  the  Gibconites  brought  a  three  Years  Fa- 
mine upon  the  Land,  that  they  (the  Gibeonites) 
might  hang  them  up  unto  the  Lord  ,  who  did  fo  ^ 
and  that  thereby  God  was  intreated  for  the  Land : 
So  let  us  do  with  thofe  Minifters  who,  by  be-^ 
traying  the  Catalans^  have  left  them  to  the  Cruel 
Mercy  of  a  French  Bigotted  Prime  •,  that  by  thus 
hanging  them  up  unto  the  Lord  ^  he  may  be  in- 
treated  for  the  Land,  that  the  Blood  of  that

I  pray  God  this  may  be  thi^  laft  time  of  our 
Punifliinent  with  fuch  a  ?^(fmal  SJUfatUattOtT- 

I  come  now  to  make  out  my  Third  and  laft 
Propofition,  vi^.  That  this  Fury  hath  brought 
the  Nation  to  the  Brink  of  Ruin  NOW,  as  it 
did  THEN. 

If  we  do  but  attentively  confider  the  two  former 
Propofitions,  we  fliall  foon  be  fatisfy'd,  that  as  m 
King  Charles  lid's  Reign  they  were  but  the  Pre- 
mifes  to  this  Third,  which  was  their  Conclufion^ 
fo  they  are  'Noiv. 

The  Rage  and  Fury  before-mention'd  of  the 
Church  againft  the  Dillenters  under  K.  Charles  IL 
made  that  very  Church  blind  to  all  the  Defigns  of 
the  Papifts  :  For  tho  all  this  while  the  Court  not 
only  coiinivd  at  the  Papifts  ^  carefs'd  the  Papifts  \ 
allow  d  the  Papifts  to  be  Dutiful  and  Loyal  Sub- 
jeEis  ^  admitted  the  Papifts  inta  Civil  and  Mili- 
tary Employments  \  yet  the  Church  either  faw  it 
not,  or  would  not  fee  it  -^  becaufe  the  Papifts  joined 
in  with  them  in  their  .Violence  againft  the  Whigs 
and  DilTenters.  But  at  length,  the  repeated  En- 
croachments made  on  the  Conftitution,  wider 
pretence  of  fupprejfing  the  Whigs  and  Dijfenters  ^ 
and  the  harefacd  Countenance  given  at  the  fame 
time  tQ  j^rofefs'd  tapifts^  began  to  open  all  Mens 
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Eyes,  and  to  fhew  them  the  horrid  Defigns  of  the 
Court.    Thereupon  the  Parliament,  the  Nation, 
and  thofe  of  the  Clergy,  that  by  their  Learning, 
Piety,  and  Chriftian  Lives  and  Converfations  were 
an  Ornament  as  well  as  a  Real  Defence  to  the 
Churchy  became  fenfible  they  had  been  made  the 
Tools  to  pave  the  Way  to  their  own  fijial  Deftruc- 
tion  both  in  Church  a7id  State  -^  and  that  it  was 
neither  the  Church  nor  the  State  that  K.  Charles 
car'^d  a  Tin  for ^  hut  Popery  and  Slavery  that  he 
aiTtid  at  bringing  in^    under   the  Cloak    of  the 
Church  and  State.     The  Parliament,  the  Nation, 
and  the  beft  and  moft  worthy  of  the  Clergy,  be- 
ing made  fenfible  of  all  this  \  immediately  chang'd 
their  Opinion  of  the  Diifenters,  and  looked  upon 
them  no  longer  {a)  as  Enemies  to  the  Churchy  of 
faBicnis  and  feditious  Principles^    dangerous  to 
Government  J  and  to  Monarchy^    and  Enemies  to 
Cefar  ^  but  as  Men  that  according  to  their  Protef- 
tations  of  their  Iniiocence^    their   Loyalty  to  the 
Gover7ime?tt^  their  Zeal  for  the  Prefervation  of 
the  Perjhn  of  the  King  •,  and  according  to  their 
Defire  of  nothing  but  the  Liberty  of  their  Con- 
fciences^  and  of  JVorfiipi^ig  God  after  their  own 
Manner^   did  live  peaceably  and    quietly    under 
the  Government^   in  all  Godlinefs  and  Honefty. 
So  that  in  King  Charles  lid's  Reign,  the  Diifen- 
ters,  tDl^ofe   56eliai3tour   tDajJ  CLlnifo^m 

tl^rOUgilOUt  all  l^ijJ  ISetgn,  -i^ere  reprefe?ited 
to  us  as  Enemies  to  the  Churchy  of  faSious  and

feditious  Vnncifles^  dangerous  to  Government^  and 
to  Monarchy^  and  Enemies  to  Cefar,  Only 
whilft  the  Parliament,  the  Nation  and  the  Church, 
were  efFeftually,  tho  ignorantly,  introducing  ?o- 
pery  and  Slavery,  by  the  tzll^mtt  fl©et^Ol»i$ 
that  they  thought  they  were  fecuring  the  Church 
and  State  by,  againft  the  Dillenters :  But  the 
Parliament,  the  Nation  and  the  Church,  no  foo- 
ner  perceived  how  near  Popery  and  Slavery  were 
breaking  in  upoii  them,  than  they  became  fenfible, 
that  it  was  their  Fury,  ^^g^  ^^^  Madnefs  a^ 
gainjl  the  Diffeixters,  that  had  blindly  hurrfd 
them  on  to  consent  to  and  approve  of  the  great efl 
Encroachments  made  both  dn  the  Liberties  of  the 
People  and  the  Eftablijht  Religion,  becanfe  under 
pretence  ofcruJJwig  the  Whigs  and  Dijfenters. 

Since  I  have  thus  vindicated  the  pilTenters  from 
the  foremention'd  Calumny  under  KingCharles  II. 
give  me  leave  to  clear  them  from  the  fame  ground- 
Jefs  Scandal  down  to  the  prefmt  Time. 

The  Cafe  of  the  DifTenters  under  K.  James  II. 
.was  exadly  parallel  with  that  under  K.  Charles  11. 
For  whilft  the  King  laid  a  heavy  Hand  on  the  Dif- 
fenters  under  colour  of  prefer ving  the  Church  5  the 
Church,  efpecially  the  High-Church  Clergy,  were 
Tooth  and  Nail  for  Pa  (five  Obedience  and  l^on  Re- 
f  fiance  '^  They  reprefented  the  Dilfenters  to  us  as 
Enemies  to  t}j€  Church,  of  faBious  and  feditious 
Principles^  d^c.  but  the  Church  no  fooner  faw  thro* 
the  King's  Defign  of  introducing  Popery  and  Sla- 
very (/2:)  than  flie  changed  her  Opinion  of  the  Dif-

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(enters,  and  as  a  Confequence  thereof,  of  their 
perfecuting  them  :  So  that  here  again  ^  whilft  the 
Church  was  venting  her  Rage  againft  |:he  Diflen- 
ters,  to  fecure  herfelf,  as  fhe  thought,  againft 
them  y  fhe  was  not  aware  that  the  tJttf  faitlC 
Arbitrary  Power  (he  fo  much  cry'd  jup  to  have 
the  DiiTenters  cruflit  by,  might  and  would  be 
turn'd  againft  her,  when  a  htting  Opportunity 
prefented  itfelf,  after  thofe  DiiTenters  were  cruflit ; 
Which  was  no  fooner  made  palpable  to  her  Sem 
fes,  than  Ihe  was  totally  convinc'd  of  the  Folly 
and  Unfitnefs  of  the  Method  of  Perfecution  ^ 
and  that  her  Zeal  againft  the  DiiTenters  had  car-- 
ry'd  her  to  confent  to  and  approve  of  fuch  Arbi- 
trary Ads,  as  now  brought  that  vary  Churchy  for 
whofe  Service  they  were  intended,  into  the  ut- 
moft  Danger,  and  from  which  Not;hing  undex 
God  could  refcue  her  but  that  very  Refiftance  once 
fo  much  condemned  by  her. 

After  the  Revolution,  feveral  Ads  \yere  paftin 
favour  of  the  DiiTenters :  And  what  lefs  could 
the  King  and  the  Church  do  for  them^  who  had 
appeared  fo  zealous  in  the  Revolution  >  For  therti"^ 
whom  the  Church  had  fo  often  found  by  fatal 
Experience  true  to  the  Intereft  of  England^  and 
the  Proteftant  Religion  ?  For  thevx  ^  whom  the 
Church  had  fo  often  found  to  their  Co  [I  tlOt  to 
be  Etiefnies  to  the  Churchy  of  faclious  and  fedi- 
tious  Prhtcrples^  dangerous  to  the  Government  and 
to  Mojiarchyy  and  Enemies  to  Cefar*

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During  King  TFiUiafrisKcign,  I  am  coniideijt, 
none  can  cliarge  them  with  a  faBious  a^id  fedi* 
tioits  Behaviour  towards  the  Church  or  State. 

Towards  the  Church. 

I  never  yet  heard  of  any  faBious  and  feditiom 
Act  laid  to  their  Charge  in  particular  p  but  only 
in  general :  Which  is  a  Demonftration  of  their 
Innocence  ^  fiitice  thofe  that  charge  theni  in  gener 
rar  with  Crimes,  would,  if  fhey  could,  have  fixt 
upon  them  fomething  in  particular :  But  fince  tliey 
do  not  5  they  cannot. 

Now  if  the  High-Church  Clergy  would  have 
made  fome  few  Alterations  in  thi^  Liturgy^  Cere-^ 
fnontes  and  Canons  \  would  have  cerreBed  Abufei 
in  Ecclefiaftical  Courts  ^  would  have  taken  into 
their  Connderaition  the  Examination  of  Ferfons  to 
bis  admitted  into  Orders^  as  well  as  the  removing 
offcandalous  MinifterSj  the  Reformation  of  Man-' 
ners  in  the  Clergy  and  'People  5  Which  were  the 
Heads  recommended  by  the  late  King  and  Queen 
in  their  Commillion  to  the  Convocation  fummon'd 
by  them  in  order  either  wholly  to  compofe  our 
Differences,  or  to  make  the  Terms  of  Commu- 
nion with  the  Church  fo  eafy,  that  very  few  Pro- 
teftants  at  home  or  abroad,  might  fcruple  con- 
forming with  it :  Now,  I  fay,  if  the  High- 
Church  Clergy  would  have  complyM  with  this 
Blejfed  Defign  of  thofe  two  Excellent  Princes, 
they  would  infallibly  have  brought  into  the 
Church  moft,  if  not  all,  of  the  Diflenters :  But 
fince  the  High-Church  Clergy  would  not  comply 
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therewith  -^  i£  Sehifm  be  a  Sin^  it  lieth  at  their 
door,  who  might,  and  would  not  put  an  End  to 
it  5  and  who  thereby  give  a  Deinonftration  to  the 
.whole  World,  that  they  find  their  Ends  in  keep- 
ing up  the  Differences  between  the  Church  and 
the  DilTenters  ^  and  do  not  think  that  Sehifm  is  fo 
Black  a  Sin  as  they  themfelves  reprefent  it  •-,  or  if 
they  really  do  \^t  Guilt  thereof  muft  lie  fo  much 
the  more  heavily  on  their  Shoulders  ,  and  that 
they  would  rather  Damn  the  DilTenters,  than 
part  with  the  leaft  Ceremony. 

Towards  the  State. 
Amongft  all  the  ConrpiratxDrs  executed  in  this 
Reign,  nOt  Otxe  ^iKmttt  was  found:  A- 
mongft  all  thofe  that  were  difcovered  or  fufpectr 
ed  of  holding  Correfpondence  with  France ^  of 
betraying  our  Counfeh  to  France^  JTOt  Olt0  ?^tf- 
itXlttt  was  found :  In  Parliament  none  more  for- 
ward in  giving  Mpny^  and  in  giving  it  betimes, 
tl^att  tl^e  J^tlTenterjS :  And  in  one  word,  none 
more  hearty  in  their  Country's  Caufe,  tl^atT  t\}t 

I  know  the  DiiTenters  were  all  along  this  Reign 
painted  in  the  fame  black  Colours  as  in  the  two 
preceding  ones :  But  it  was  only  by  thofe  who  had 
a  hand  in  the  Confpiracies  in  this  Reign,  or 
wilht  well  to  them  \  who  held  Correfpondence 
with  France^  or  betray'd  our  Counfelg  to  France^ 
or  were  glad  thereof  ^  who  were  fqr  giving  Mony 
but  fo  late  that  it  would  be  ufelef§  to  the  King,  or 
approved  thereof:  And  in  one  ^ord,  the  Dilfen- 
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ters  were  reprefented  in  fuch  hellifli  Shapes,  o^ily 
by  thofe,  who  in  Appearance  were  for  the 
the  Church  and  State^  but  by  their  whole  Beha- 
viour declared  they  were  for  IS'eSd^ing  l^ftTS 
JAMES. 

I  am  now  come  to  the  Reign  of  her  prefent 
rMajefty,  wherein  we  Ihall  find  that  only  the 
Friends  of  France  and  the  Pretender  hate  the 
Dilienters. 

Whiift  the  Mimftry  lookt  on  the  War  as  %Uft 
and  4l5CCeflfar^  i  that  No  Peace  could  be  ^afe 
and  honourable  whiift  Spain  and  the  Weft- 
Indies  remained  in  the  Houfe  of  Bourbon  -,  that

hearty  in  the  War  ^  none  more  forward  in  giving 
early  Taxes,    to  enable  her  Majefty  to  make  a 

^afe,  anbantagtougf,  and  (Bloiion^  ptatt 

for  Herfelf  and  all  her  Allies  *,  a  Peace  that 
ftiould  have  wrefted  Spain  and  the  Weft-Indies: 
out  of  the  Hands  of  the  Houfe  of  Bourbon  ^  And 
none  being  more  cheafful  in  bearing  thefe  Taxes 
ti^an  t^e  l^ilTenter^.  'Twas  They  only  that 
reprefented  them  to  us  as  Enemies  to  the  Churchy 
of  faBious  and  feditious  Principles^  dangerous  to 
Government  and  to  Monarchy^   and  Enemies  to 

Cefar, 
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Cefar^  who  lookt  on  the  War  as  begun  (^a)  con- 
trary to  Reafon  ,  (^)  that  we  were  not  bound  to 
recover  Spain  diVi^  thtW eft-Indies  from  the  Houfe 
of  Bourbon  ^  but  that  (ince  we  were  engagM  in 
the  War,    if  Fra7ice  could  be  brought  to  offer. 
That  the  Duke  ^ ' Anjou  fliould  for  himfelf  and  his 
Defiendants^  renounce  for  ever  all  Claim  to  the 
Cro%bn  vf  France  ^   and  that  fuch  an  Important  , 
Article  might  be  expos'" d  to  no  Hafz^ard^  the  Per- 
formance to  accompany  the  Promife  -^    And    the 
Succejfon  to  the  Cr&ivn  of  France  to  be  declar^d^ 
After  the  Death  of  the  Dauphin  and  his  So?is^  to 
be  tit  the  Duke  of  Berry  a)id  his  Sons^    in  the 
Duke  of  Orleans  and  his  Sons^  and  fo  on  to  the 
reft  df  the  Houfe  ^/Bourbon  y  That  the  BONA 
FIDE  of  the  Fre?ich  King,  tho  all  Europe  had 
been  fo  frequently  trickt  by  it,  would  be  a  fuffi- 
cient  Ground  to  truft  him :  I  fay,  if  it  was  they 
only  that  had  fuch  Notions  as  thefe,  that  lookt  on 
the  Diffenters  not  as  Dutiful  and  Loyal  SubjeBs^ 
but  as  Enemies^  becaufe  none'  more  againft  the 
War  ^  none  more  forward  in  giving  Taxes  fo  late, 
to  difable  her  Majifty  to  make  a  VUitlOU^,  Dtf- 

aUtjantagioHjs  anti  iw^lotiom  ^eace  for 

France  y  a  Peace  that  fhould  have  wreffced  Spain 
and  the  Weft-Indies  out  of  the  Hands  of  the 
Houfe  of  Bourbon  ^  And  none  lefs  chearful  in 
bearing  thefe  Taxes  tl^att  tl^tmttlU^. 

Now  fince  the  prefeiit  Miniftry  is  composed  of 
thofe  that  hated  the  Diffenters  for  the  Reafons

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jaft  mentioned  ^  the  DiiTenters  are  lookt  upon  by 
the  prefent  Mini  ft  ry  not  as  Dutiful  and  Loyal 
Sjthjetls^  but  as  Enemies  ^  Becaufe  the  carrying 
on  the  War  is  now  calFd  by  them^  delighting  in 
War^  the  War  itfeif  unjuft  and  iinneceffary  ^  and 
as  it  was  begun  contrary  to  Reafon^  fo  it  hath 
been  carryM  on  (/?)  in  the  wrong  Place. 

So  that  I  niuft  conclude.  That  the  Change  ii 
not  in  the  Behaviour  of  the  Diffenters,  nor  in 
the  Opinion  of  the  prefent  Miniftry  towards  them^ 
but  only  in  their  Condition,  being  raised  from 
Private  Men  to  Prime  Minifters  of  State. 

Befides,  the  Treatment  the  Diffentefs  meet  witfi 
from  the  prefent  Miniftry^  and  their  Adherents 
and  Abettors,  is   moft   Unreafonable,  mbft  Un- 
juft, and  moft  Unchriftian  ^  for  they  are  repre- 
fented  as  teaching  fanatical^  feditious^   and  hlaf-^ 
phemous  Dodrines  ^    as  Fomenters  of  our  Divi- 
fions  ;^  and  of  a  feditious  Behaviour:  When,  if 
we  come  to  take  in  pieces  fuch  a  general  Charge 
againft  that  unhappy  People,    we  Ihall  find  ths 
Zealots  of  the  Church  of  England  Clergy  guilty 
of  the  L I K  E  D  o  c  T  K I N  E  s  v^ith  which  they 
charge  the  DifTenters  ^  only  with  this  Difference, 
that  thofc  Dodrines  laid  to  the   charge  of  the 
DiiTenters,  are  the  Opinions  Only  of  fome  few 
of  them,  not  above  One  in  Five  Hundred;

the  Church  oi  Eiiglayid  are  Themselves  guilty 
of  thofe  Very  Crimes  that  they  Unjustly 
load  the  Diffenters  with ,  Uujustly,  1  fay, 
becaufe  the  Diffenters  are  7iot  guilty  thereof,  but 
thofe  Zealots  of  the  Members  and  Clergy  of  the 
Church  of  England  themfelves.
